DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Receipt is acknowledged of applicant's amendment filed December 29, 2009. 
Claim 46 has been canceled without prejudice. Claims 45 and 47-64 are pending and 
an action on the merits is as follows. 

Objections to the specification are withdrawn. 

Objections to claims 50, 52, 53, 55, 57, and 60-62 are withdrawn. 

Rejections of claims 54 and 56 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2 second paragraph are 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 45 and 47-64 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In reference to claims 45 and 47, the prior art does not teach nor suggest a 
keyboard unit comprising a group of keys surrounding center in an array extending in 
two mutually transverse directions and adapted to be operable by a single finger with a 
playing area of maximum diameter 1 .5 cm so that the single finger can operate a 
plurality of at least three of said keys together. Although the prior art does disclose a 
keyboard unit having a similar orientation for the keys, none suggest the size of the 
keys to be small enough to have a playing area of maximum diameter 1 .5 cm. 
Changing the size of the keys disclosed in the prior art was found to be non obvious as 
the sensors and circuitry involved would also have to be significantly reduced in size, 
while remaining close enough for operation of at least three keys together by a single 
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finger. Without using improper hindsight from applicant's specification, no reasonable 
motivation was found to make such adjustments to the prior art. 

Claims 48-64 depend on allowed claims 45 or 47 and therefore inherit all 
allowed claim limitations.
